Before going further, I must comment on 
the care and marvelous engineering skill 
Kverest has lavished on Krips and his 
forces. It has, in so doing, set new stand- 
ards for the recording art. These records 
have amazing presence, natural spacious- 
ness in a generous stereo effect, superb def- 
inition of timbre, and a dynamic expanse 
one has hitherto heard only in such a set as 
London's blue-ribbon "Das Rhringold". It 
was a wise decision to spreau the Nine 
Symphonies to eight records and to fill in 
the gaps with the Leonorr So. 3 and 
Eimonl overtures, rather than to squeeze 
them onto the usual seven. It allows us, 
by the way, to hear repeats in the First, 
Second, Fourth, and Fifth that we often 
miss. Every now and then there is some 
blemish in the purity of the sound in tuttis 
at the end of a disc — a kind of break-up in 
the sound — and the side containing the 
first two movements of the Fifth Sym- 
phony in my review copy was afflicted 
with a kind of rattle in loud passages. 
These flaws prove that Kverest, which for 
the moment has outdistanced its com- 
petition, has only made it to the summit of 
Annapurna; but Everest is in sight. 

To return to what thest recordings make 
clear, I must declare that I have never

Everest has put the nine symphonies on 
eight records, one more than has been 
customary, thus gaining leeway so that all 
essential repeats can be made and wide- 
amplitude mastering used throughout the 
set. The extra disc is worth its price, musi- 
cally and sonically. The conductor, not the 
stopwatch, is the final authority here, and 
the surfaces all contain enough "land" to 
hold up well in use. Since five of the sym- 
phonies break across records, Everest plans 
to remaster these performances for their 
appearance as singles. The complete set is 
planned as a unit and coupled for maximum 
convenience in that format. The Isonort 
Overture No. .? comes as a bridge between 
the Second and the Eroica, and the Egmom 
Overture provides an appropriate transition 
from the Filth to the Pas/oral. Otherwise 
all bands lollow consecutively, and one can 
begin on the first side and go through the 
sixteenth in sequence. (Incidentally, there 
are two more overtures, like these the 
product ol sessions in the Everest Bayside, 
I.. I., studio, to fill out the singles.) 
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
